His Visit to the Ceuteuiiial-A Distin- 
guished Company in St. George's 
Hall. 



PinLADELrniA, Oot. 14.— Lord Uuf- 
foriu, Govei'tiov-Cionciiil of Caiiiidii, 
liuld a recepliuii al Si. Cicorgu' s Hall, 
on tbo Cc-ntemiial Grouuds, yesterday 
movuiuK, ill ii o'clock. No cards of 
invilution wavo issued, and as this was 
tUe first occasion on wliioh tho British 
Building has been thrown open to tho 
public, many visitors improved thO 
double opportunity of puyiuy their 
respects to Ihu Chief Executive of 
Caniidii and of iusiiectiug tho interior 
of lhatbuiidaig. Owiixa, however, to 
some misapprehension of the hour at 
which the reception was to begin, the 
crowd was neither largo nor ropreseu- 
tatiYO, but as the little formality or 
display as possible, the absence of the 
throngs usually in attendance on such 
occasions did not detract from the en- 
joyment of those wjo are fortunate 
enough to be precent. Amoug the 
guests were quite ii number of exhib- 
itors aud visitois froiu Canada, who 
were pieseuted to tho Governor-Gen- 
eral by Senator Edward Goff Penny, 
of the Canadian Commission. The 
American guests were introduced by 
the Secretary of Piroctor-Goaeral 
Goshorn, CoL Asche. The representa- 
tives of tho Centennial Board of Fi- 
nance and tho United Stales Commis- 
sion waited upor Lord Dufferin in a 
body, and after an hour spent in social 
intercourse were invited to lunch with 
His Excellency in tiio pariora on tho 
second story. M'uilu the leceptiou 
waK in progress the ^lacliiiu-ry Hall 
chimes played tho ni.lioniU airs cf 
Great Br'tiin, and these were subse- 
quently lepeated by Pi of. "\Viddows,at 
the request of Lord UulVerin, who as- 
cended to tho towur to witness the 
pevformanco. Later in tho day tbo 
Governor Gciieral visited tbe C'ana- 
diau depai tment of tho Main Build 
ill". Ill tbe evening he attended tlio 
reception given by tbe Saturday Club 
in his honor at tlie Academy of Fine 
Arts. Loid DuilVriii will remain in 
rhiladelphia till Tuesday, when lie 
leaves for New York f'jr a brief visit, 
leaving there direct for his home in Ot- 
tawa, Canada. 

FnicHTi'iT, Tkauedy in Fhaxci;. — A 
fn^Mitful tra^'edy is reported from 
Vdle neuvela Coguaux, a village near 
Toulouse. A labourer named Delboscq 
was living with his wife and sister-in 
law ill till) house of a Mine. Lacroix. 
The sister-iudaw was about to bo mar- 
ried ill a few days, and c:lai iiied certain 
[iilicles uf furiu'ture bclon^-iiij,' to her, 
as well as the paymout of a sum of 
COO francs which she had lent to Del- 
boscq. On hearing this the man be- 
came furious, and during the night 
quarrelled with his wife, wlio threat- 
ened to suiiiiuon bill! before a magis- 
trate. Tliis excited him to frenzy, 
and seizing a spado, ho beat tho poor 
old woman to death. Not satisfied 
with this ho mounted to the eecond 
story, wIh'K! bis sister-indaw was 
8lo('|)iiig witii .Mailaiiio Lacroix, and 
murdered both (jf them with tbo samo 
weapon. He tbcn went down stairs 
and ventured his fury on the furniture, 
smaahing every tbiug in tho place, 
Hero apparently bis rage was (juolled 
by rear of the results of bis atrocious 
acts, fill- after an attempt to cut hi.s 
throat , lu oljiibly iiieihn't iial tliroiigli 
niTVousiii :,.;, he drank oil' the coiiteutH 
or a bottle of ])etroleum, rushed out 
of the doors and thresv himself into 
the canal, whence ho was rescued by 
some grapo pickers who happened to 
bo near the spot. A doctor was quick- 
ly called, wliii, by tho pi'i)inpt lulmin- 
isliatioii of emctu s, siK-co.'ded in .sav- 
ing tho lifo of tho murderer; but bin 
the three victims were found dead 
from tho frightful blows ho had in- 
flicted on them. W'licii brought before 
tho iiiau'istrali! he luadu tub cuiifessioiij 
and related all tho details of the hor- 
I'ible crime.

She looked, aud 
with a horror that can well be imagined 
in that country of snakes.beheld trick- 
ling from her wrist a serpentine 
stream, minute but palpable, green 
audBliroy I The emeralds on tho bracelet 
bad melted with tho extreme heat ; 
they were glass, ait'ully pierced and 
penciled with some green lluid, or of 
some composition soluble with heat! 
Need we say, that on the Prince hear- 
ing of the niiserablo catastrophe, the 
lictitioua gems were returned with 
somewhat more than royal indignation 
to the tricky tradesman, thenceforth 
divested of all courtly j'atrouago. 

Stli.la Mahtin. — The New Orleans 
"Republican" says: — "The Kov. J. 
Stella Blartin, the welbkuown colour- 
ed preacher, was found dead in his 
room in Gasquet-street, on the morn- 
ing of tbe 11th of August, with a half- 
empty bottle of laudanum by his bed- 
side. He had fallen into intemperate 
habits of late years, and also was 
accubtotnod to use drugs for quieting 
his nerves. Whether he intended to 
take his own life or perish from an 
overdose of laudnum remains a 
mystery. Mr. ilartin was a remark- 
able man of his race; of great natural 
ability, and an eloquent and effective 
speaker. Ho, was born about ISISl!, in 
South Uaiolina, passed his younger 
years in slavery, and attained his 
freedom by escaping to Canada. His 
talent lor public sijcakiiig attracted 
tbo Rltoatiou of the anti-dav ry .'e idt rs 
He bi'camo pastor of a Baptist church 
iu Boston, and was chosen to repre- 
sent tbe Amoricau Missionary Associa- 
tion iu England, with special reference 
to his ability to labour abroad for the 
anti-slavery cau.se. While in London 
ho preached regularly to a largo con- 
gregation, lleturning to the United 
States ho was a popular preacher in 
Washington. After the war he went 
south, drifted into the political arena, 
and latterly has been unemployed and 
despondent. RoareU as a slave, he 
made a man of himself and laboured 
earnestly for the advancement of his 
race. Ho v.ill bo kindly remembcreil 
for tbe good ho has done. He was bad 
onlv to himself."

CONSTITUTIONAL. 

Our contemporary is still harping 
on the Constitution, and tbo nioro ho 
harps the less ho knows about it. TLo 
disavowal of Mr. Elliott to tbo Car- 
narvon Club deputation of any re- 
Bponsibility for the cxtra-uflicial ex- 
pressions of the Governor is soizud 
upon by the "Standard" as a pretext 
for demanding Mr. Elliott's rosi<,nia- 
tibn. It will be observed that in all 
he has had to say on tbo subject the 
writer in our contemporary has tailed 
to produce anything to establish min- 
isterial responsibility. Though re- 
peatedly challenged to produce a pre- 
cedent he has never done so. The 
presumption is that he has no author- 
ity for hit: wild statements, which only 
servo to make him ridiculous. The 
genius and chief beauty of responsible 
institutions are that no matter what 
may bo the piivate seiitinieiits of the 
sovereign he is forcud to can y out 
otficially the bidding of his ?ilinistry, 
who retain power so iong as they hold 
the confidence of the Coinmons. They 
are not answerable to the governor. 
The Queen was known to bo opposed 
to the Irish Disestabli.shment Bill; yet 
she signed tbe Bill when it had been 
passed by Parliament. Her Majesty 
was opposed to the abolition of army 
purchase; but she signed the lloyal 
Warrant when requested to do so by 
Mr. Gladstone, lint, 'eui bono V It 
is u seless to discuss the question al 
greater length. Mr. Elliott baa an- 
swered the Carnarvon Club'squesuons 
and has shown, to the satistachon of 
all reasonable moiJ, to at llie Govern 
inent is only responsible for what the 
Governor may say oilicially. _ If the 
unreasonable man who maintains that 
the Ministry aue responsible for the 
Yale reply has authorities to maintain 
his position let him produce them; or, 
as the parson says on certain i uteres t- 
ing occasions, '-forever after hold his 
peace." 

MUNICIPAL TAXATION. 

There is a growing conviction in the 
minds of Ratepayers that they are too 
heavily taxed for Civic purposes. Sixty 
thuusand dollars is indeeil a large sum 
for II Municipality of six thousand per- 
sons to pay each year in taxation. It 
is an average rate of ten dollars on 
each man, woman and child within 
the corporate limits, and is out of all 
proportion to the benellls conferr- 
ed. If important public works were 
underweigb, streets being made 
and graded, a sewerage system being 
carried out, and other important mat- 
ters that come within the purview of 
the Corporation were being attended to 
there might be an excuse found for the 
continuance of taxation at a rate that 
la doubly onerous because there is no- 
thing to show for the expenditure. We 
ask tha Batcpayers if the streets were 
ever in a state so filthy as at pre- 
sent? There is scarcely a gut- 
ter that is not choked with garbage 
and offul. In the Chinese pari of th« 
town deposits that ought to find their way 
to Wiitor-olo^Qts livo, thrown into the ;-trcet3 
ond there left to poi-on tlic uir and de- 
stroy tbo public Ijeidtli. In our ino.st 
crowded thoroughfun.-h tlio giUter-snirll.'i 
are overpowering, nnd every man hti in.s 
to make 11 law uuto himaelf with rt'.spect 
to ilu; iliNpo-ition of garbage.

LORD DUFFERIN AT OTTAWA. 
What he Says of Colombia's Claims. 

Ottawa, Oct. 24.— Tho following is tlio 
formal reply of his Escelleney tho Gov- 
ernor General to the address presented to 
him yesterday by tho Corporation: — 

Ge.ntlemen,— It is with feelings of no 
ordinary emotion that I accept this fresh 
and unexpected mark of your ooutidouco 
and good will. Glad as I may be to find 
myself at homo again after so many 
months of travel, the wiirm wolcoino 
whicli has boon prepared for mo by yoiir- 
solvos and tho citi/.eiis of Ottawa sheds nn 
additional brightness over my return. My 
visit to British (Joluinbiu h.is bceu both 
gratifying and instructive. Nothing 
oould have been more kind or cordial 
than tho welcome extended to me jierson 
allv hy its inhabitants, or more tiiiiversal 
or genuiuo than tho loyalty of all el.isses 
in the Province toward tlio Throne and 
person of her Majesty. Of eourso you are 
aware that thoro is a certain matter in 
controversy between tho Local Govoru- 
luent and my own responsible advisers, 
but on no occasion from the time that I 
landed till tho limo I took niy departure, 
did tho British Columbia pcopli! allow 
circtinistiince to atYect the friendliness of 
their bearing toward the ropresonlative of 
their Hovoriegu. 1 do not presume to 
hope that my visit to tbo West will have 
been productive of any practical results, 
HO far as tho dispute to which I have al- 
luded is concerned. Its Keltleinent will 
depend on other consiileriitious, ami will 
bo provided for under tho advice of the 
responsitilo Ministersof the Crown at A ic 
toria and here; but I have no hesiiation 
in saying that my presence amoDg.--t your 
fellow-countrymen on tho other side of 
tlie Rooky Mountains has boon universal 
ly remiirkod as a jn-eof and pb'dge of tbo 
friondliuesa and good-will felt feu- them 
by iho people of Canada large, and I am 
quite certain that any reasoiiabh; ell'iirts 
upon tho part of the Doininiou and an ex- 
hibition of that generosity of feeling 
which is duo from a great otnnmunity to a 
feebler neighbor, will bo aiiproi-iated and 
restore that perfect harmony and iid.iniato 
union in thougiit and feeling lu;twoLn 
British Columbia and hersister Provinces 
vvbioh is BO essential to the strength and 
permanence of our confederation.
